With Anastasia in copy on your request, I would reason that their is nothing inappropriate in providing a count. 
Currently, as of this evening, Friday, July 15th, the individual stakeholder emails requests for the termination of FORC's 
MOU are almost 2:1 to stakeholder emails in support of FORC's MOU remaining in place. If I count both your request 
and Don Andres's request 41 have requested FORC’s MOU termination and 23 have supported a postponement on 
any decision /keeping FORC’s MOU in place. I am not counting when the same person emails more than one time 
(which has happened in several instances). 

In all fairness, I should share this information with Don as well.
